WASHINGTON, Oct. 24,—[By the 
ciated Press.] Secretary [racy said 
this morning that further study of the 
cipher dispatch received from Capt. 
Schley of the Baltimore on Thursday, 
in regard to the recent assault on 
American sailors at Valparaiso, showed 
that, in addition to the killing of one 
man and the serious wounding of six 
others, thirty-five other American sea- 
men were arrested and detained by the 
Chilean authorities at the same time, 
and that they were afterward exam- 
ined and dismissed, as there was no 
proof that they had been guilty of any 
misbehavior. This confirms Oapt. 
Schley’s other statement that the 
Americans were. unarmed, sober and 
well behaved at the time of the trouble 
and also indicates that at least farty 
men out of 247 were objects of the 
rage of the Chilean mob. It also ap- 
pears now--up to the date of Capt. 
Schley’s report—that the authorities 
have taken no.steps to arrest and pun- 
ish the Chileans who 2re responsible for 
the affair; or, at any rate, that no Chi- 
leans have been arrested, and that the 
movement of the wheels of. justice have 
operated in no other direction than 
against Americans. 

An official thoroughly familiar with 
all the facts in possession of the Gov- 
ernment in regard to the Valparaiso 
affair said that it was altogether differ- 
entin its material feature from the 
Italian affair at New Orleans. In the 
latter case the men assaulted were 
domiciled here and were practically 
citizens of the United States: at any 
rate they bore no official relation to the 
government of Italy. In the Valpar- 
aiso case on the other hand the men 
attacked wore the uniform of the United 
States Government, and were attacked 
simply because they were Americans. 
The official said that the attack upon 
them was a deliberate insult to the 
American flag and could be regarded in 
no other way.

Schley shows clearly that not only was 
the assault upon the American sailors 
cowardly and unprovoked, but that it 
was inspired purely by hatred for the 
uniform they wore and the country it 
represented; or, in other words, was 
not an attack on them as individuals but 
sof the Unite? states? 
The report also indicates that the lo- 
cal police, instead of protectiug the 
Americans from the violence of the 
mob in several instances took part in 
the onslaught. ‘‘This,*’ the report says, 
‘is demonstrated by the fact that sev- 
eral sailors were wounded by bayonets | 
such as are carried by the Chilean po- 
lice. The fact that the only persons 
arrested were thirty-five American sail- 
ors, who escaped injury at the hands of

The Case Submitted Without Argument— [ 


A Decision Promptly Rendered Sus-

SaLEM (Mass.,) Oct. 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| At the opening of the 
hearing inthe Searles will case this 
morning, Burley began the cross-exami- 
nation of Gen, Hubbard.

Bismarck Bound to Badger 
the Kaiser, 


The Aged ex-Chaneellor will Appear 
in the Reichstag. 


He will Assail the Policy 
- and Reveal Secrets. 


A General Strike of Printers Threatened 
in Germany and Austria—War on 
Dehauachery in Berlin Fath- 
erland Gossip.

BERLIN, Oct. 24.—[Copyright, 
by the New York 
The Reichstag will reassemble on Tues- 
day, November17. It can be predicted 
that the leading feature of the speech 
from the throne will be congratulations 
upon the formation of a commercial 
union between Germany, Austria and 
Italy. It is also expected that His Ma- 
jesty will refer hopefully to the out- 
come of the pending, Zneg otiations with 
other countries looking to the widen- 
ing of Germany's commercial relations. 

BISMARCK IN WAR PAINT. 

Itis now definitely determined that 
Prince Bismarck will again make his ap- 
pearance in Parliament. He has been 
in communication with the leaders of 
the Conservatives and of the Reichs 
party in regard to concerted action 
against both the internal and external 
policy of the government. Bismarck’s 
attitude toward the commercial treat- 
ies and upon the labor question has 
long been known. His announced op- 
position to the government in these 
matters occasions no surprise. Indi- 
cations of his intention to chailenge 
the government's foreign policy, and 
even to goto the length of revealing 
secrets between himself and the Em- 
peror have alarmed both his friends 
and the government circle. The Haim- 
burgher Nachrichten, Bismarck’s organ. 
declares that the Prince is entering 
parliamentary conflict between himself 
and the Emperor. 

A pamplet written by Lothar Bucher, 
undoubtedly under the directiou of Bis- 
marck, has made its appearance. It 
abounds in complaints and threats di- 
rected against the Emperor as altering 
Germany's foreign policy to the peril of 
the existence of the empire. What 
tends to excite alarm in ministerial cir- 
cles regarding the Prince's scheming. 
is the knowledge of the fact that the 
ex-Chancellor has the backing of the 
plenipotentiaries of Bavaria, and Wur- 
temburg, and the partial support of 
Saxony inthe Bunderath. Chancellor 
von Capriviis conscious of the latent 
or open sympathy of the federal gov- 
ernments with the ex-Chancellor, and 
has a difficult part to play. Everyone 
expects that some painful and exciting 
scenes will be occasioned through the 
attitude of the Prince during the course 
of the session.

A Lesson in Tobacco Growing. 
Tue Times has repeatedly urged that 
the production of tobacco is an in- 
dustry to which Southern California is 
well adapted. Experiments made dur- 
ing the past twelve or fifteen years in 
different localities have all indicated 
success, and it would seem that farmers 
are abundantly justified in undertaking 
the culture of this staple and profitable 
crop. Why it has not already obtained 
a strong. foothold is one of the mys- 
teries. The probabilities are that, with 
the employment of proper seed and cor- 
rect methods. of cultivating and curing, 
Southern California would be able to 
produce as fine a quality of tobacco as 
that grown in Cuba. The mild climates 


of the two countries are somewhat sim 


ilar—the long seasons and immunit 
from frosts are identical advantages— 
and the chief difference is probably in: 
rainfall. While-Southern Califernia 
has neither the humid atmosphere nor 
the summer rains of Cuba, our deficiency 
in this respect is proVably made up by 
irrigation. In the winter—the curing 
season—when it is desirable to have an 
atmosphere neither too damp nor too 
dry, otr weather woyld probably be 
about right. 

Of course the growing of tobacco can- 
not be taken up off-hand by any farmer 
and thys prosecuted successfully. It is 
a work full of careful details, which 
must first be learned by practical expe- 
rience or a faithful study of approved 
methods in vogue in tobacco-growing 
countries. But itis not more difficult 
to learn than scientific horticulture, and 
in that California leads the world. Con- 
sidering the cosmopolitan character of 
our population, it is safe to.say that 
there are already many expert tobacco- 
growers in the country who could lead 
off in the industry, and teach others. 

As a valuable lesson to our farmers, 
and also to show them, what induce- 
ments this branch of agriculture offers, 
we present today excerpts from a care- 
fully prepared article’in the Syracuse 
(N. Y.) Journal, showing how tobacco- 
growing is carried on in the central 
counties of New York, ‘and what a great 
source of wealth it has become. 

It is interesting to note a great re- 
vival in the industry as one of the re- 
sults of the McKinley tariff. Not only 
have the New York tobacco-growers se- 
cured large crops of extra fine quality, 
but it is believed that prices for the out- 
put of 1891 will be advanced from 4 to 8 
cents per pound, as the result* of extra 
duties imposed on foreign importations. 
One of the New York farmers inter- 
viewed by the Syracuse Journal's cor- 
respondent says; 


The effects of the McKinley Bill will be to 
enrich the farmers by millions of dollars. 
Politically speaking, itis @ measure of para- 
mount importance to the Republican party. 
The farmers in Onondaga county, in fact 
in allthe counties in the State where to- 
bacco is raised, are jubilant over this bill. 
Now, they get higher prices for barley, 
cattle, butter, etc. Hay is almost virtually 
shut out by a duty of $4 a ton. We may 
say thesame of manyother Canadian pro- 
ductions. The duty of 30 cents per bushel 
on barley has had the effect of entraficing 
the prices of American barley from 25 to 
30 cents per bushel. The effects of the 
McKinley Bill are conceived as immensely 
protitable to the farmers. In South Butler, 
in Wayne county, they are most enthusi- 
astic over the bills, and the prices they are 
receiving above former values. In inter- 
viewing many of them I failed to find a sin- 
gle individual who was opposed to the pro- 
visions of the bill in its bearing on the 
advance of agricultural pursuits. They are 
most enthusiastic over the large production 
of tobacco.

THE JACOBSON MURDER. 


Burglar Schmidt Says That Sidney Bell is 
Innocent. 

San Francisco, Oct. 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] On the night’ of Au- 
gust 16, 1890, Samuel Jacobson, a 
trunk manufacturer, was shot and 
killed at the door ofvhis: residence by 
unknown persons. Subsequently Sid- 
ney Bell and Edward Campbell were ar- 
rested for the crime, and on May 7 
last, Bell was convicted of murder in 
the first desree. Campbell and one 
Charles Schmidt, who had been arrested 
for burglary were the chief witnesses 
against him. Schmidt alleged that 
while confined in the County Jail Bell 
had confessed the murder to him. 

Schmidt was arraigned in ,the Su- 
perior Court today on two charges of 
burglary, and District Attorney Barnes 
read two lengthy communications from 
him, wherein the latter claimed to be 
innocent of the charges and stated that. 
he pleaded guilty .for reasons best 
known to the District Attorney. He 
charged the District Attorney with 
havipg prompted him to give testimony 
against Bell on the promise of release 
and claimed, that Campbell boasted of 
his wife’s influence with Judge Murphy, 
before whom the case wastried, with 
the District Attorney and with police 
officials. Schmidt accused Campbell of 
using fraudulent means to secure Bell’s 
conviction and his own release, and de- 
clared that he'had good reason to be- 
lieve that Bell never committed the 
crime for which he is to hang. 

District Attorney Barnes denounced 
Schmidt’s statements as false and as 
part of a conspiracy,to save Bell’s life, 
He asked permission to file the com- 
munications as part of the court’s re- 
cords, but Judge Troutt denied the mo- 


‘| tion, holding that the letters were scur- 


rilous and irrelevant. : 

Schmidt pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of burglary and the case- went 
over for a week.

“ditchy” indeed. Very wisely the inspect- 
ors do not give any clew to the particular 
college whose students produce the most 
amusing blunders. : 

To confuse Roger Bacon with Francis of 
the same ilk, commonly called Lord Bacon, 
but more properly Lord Verulam and Vis- 
connt St, Albans, is excusable in any one 


crammed for an examination; but when a 
future schoolmaster gravely informs the 
education department that. “Viscount Ve- 
rulam was the first British martyr who 
suffered death under Nero,” the public 
may be excused for asking whether the 
vengeance of Shakespeare has not at last 
fallen upon Mr. Donnelly and the Bacon 
society. 

Probably tt was the indisputable fact 
that blacksmiths deal with iron and that 
steam engines are largely made of this 
metal which induced a gentleman to pro- 
pound the theorum that “Adam Smith 
was noted as the inventorof the steamship 
of Glasgow in the present reign,’ the last 
item of information having no doubt been - 
thrown in for picturesque effect.

and, as if to enforce his cynicism, the can- 
didate actually underlined the word “thas.” 
Then, again, several students mixed their 
patriotism with anatomy. Says one, “It is 
incorrect to say proud foot, as the foot is 
‘pot affected by such a very human feeling 
as pride;” another puts it, practically, that 
“A country is too large to be at anybody’s 
feet.’’

dered perfectly safe before itis used aaa 
another. 

The antiseptic methods applied to sur- 
gery are as yet almost wholly confined to it, 
whereas in dentistry they are scarcely less 
urgently demanded. There are very many 
affections of the mouth that can be trans- 
mitted from one patient to amother by the 
means of dental instruments; and some of 
them are of a most loathsome and de 
structive nature. Beyond this these dis- 

eases often exist without the knowledge of 
the victims, and the signs that they pre- 
sent are more than likely to escape the av- 
erage dentist. | 

Considering all the possible dangers, it 
is evident that in the various operations he 
is daily called upon to perform he should 
take special precautions, and not only 
thoroughly clean and render his instru-

Paddling a Kayak. 

When a Point Barrow Eskimo is simply 
traveling along and does not care to make 
any great speed, he uses an ordinary 
paddle with one blade, like those used in 
the umiak, but somewhat lighter. As he 
bas to sit in the very middle of the boat, he 
cannot use this as an Indian would, wholly 
on one side, driving the boat ahead with 
straight strokes and overcoming the ten- 
dency of the canoe to go off to one side by 
feathering bis paddle in the water or by an 
outward sweep of the blade. 

First he makes three or fourstrokes, say 
on the right side, and then as the boat 
begins to sheer off to the left; he lifts the 
paddle out of the water and makes three. 
or four strokes on the left side till she be- 
gins to sheer to the right, and soon. They

Sad Death of an Old and Respected 
Citizen. 


Capt. T. C. Thomas Killed by Falling Off a 
Train Between Puente and El Monte 
—News Notes and Per- 
sonal Mention.

Yesterday morning the sad news spread 
of the death of Capt. T. C. Thomas, one of 
Pomona’s oldest and most respected citi- 
zens. 
several months, and went to Los Angeles on 
Friday morning to consult a physician, but 
seemed bright and cheerful when he left. 
He was returning upon atrain due here at 
4:55 p. m.and it is supposed that he fell 
from the car between El! Monte and Puente, 
for it wasthere that his body was found by 
the engineer of the overland going to Los 
Angeles Friday evening. Friends found his 
body at Orr & Sutch’s undertaking parlors 
and telegraphed the sad news to friends 
here vesterday morning. Capt. Thomas C, 
Thomas was born in Ohio, May 23, 1841. 
Early in life he moved to Baraboo,Wis. He 
enlisted July 16, 1861,in the Sixth Wiscon- 
sin Infantry, and entered the field as sec- 
ondlieutenant of Company A. After a 
service of a year and three months, he was 
compelled to ask a discharge because of 
loss of health, holditfr the commission 
of first lieutenant atthe time. He came to 
Pomona in March, 1885, and has lived 
here with his family since that time. He 
engaged in the realestate business and was 
one of the firm of House & Thomas and 
later of House, Thomas & Dreher. Hespent 
the’summer of 1887 at his old home at Bar- 
aboo, Wis., and on his return entered the 
employ of the Kerckhoff-Cuzner Mill and 
Lumber Company apd held the position of 
bookkeeper for this company until last 
spring, when he resigned and practiced as 
notary. Before leaving the lumber com- 
pany’s employ his health began to decline 
and he had not been well since. Capt. 
Thomas was a member of the Masonic or- 
der, belonging toa lodge at Baraboo, Wis. 
He had been a member of the G.A.R,, Joe 
Hooker Past No. 9, Department of Wiscon- 
sin, and was a member of Vicksburg Post 
No. 61, Depariment of California. He had 
held all the prominent offices in this post, 
and was its quartermaster at the time of 
his death. He leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren—two sons and two daughters. 

Capt. Thomas was devoted to his family, 
and their home life was a most happy one. 
He had a large circle of friends who mourn 
his death, and extend to the bereaved fam- 
ily their deepest sympathy. 

The funeral will be held atthe late re si- 
dence of the deceased at 2:30 o'clock this 
afternoon, under the auspices of the G,A, 
R. The funeral service will be preached by 
Rev. E. C. H. Brown of the Unitarian 
Church.

In all history 
there is no more perfect example ofthe 
best way to cross a river when theen- 
emy occupies the other bank than Alex- 
ander’s passage of the Hydaspes; nor 
any battle in which and cours 
age wrested victory from more threat- 
ening defeat than Arbela, nor any siege 
which better shows every quality of the 
great soldier than Tyre. 

Alexander was not a perfect man. 
Despite many lovable traits, and a life 
having on the whole much more good 
than ill, he could, when he lost his self- 
control, be crueland unjust; and he was 
guilty sometimes of the Macedonian 
vice of over-drinking. But Alexander 
wasa perfect soldier. No general ever 
calculated the safety of his army’s 
every step, provided against every con- 
tingency of danger from the enemy, 
abundantly fed his men more perfectly 
than Alexander. He alone of all the 
captains never 
defeat. He never acted without. 
a definite plan; nothing could 
drive or seduce him from his 
object. He never called on others to 
act forhim. It was he who was the 
mainspring of every act. Except for 
very brief periods of rest, Alexander's 
life was one of never-ceasing activity 
and toil. While his army was recuper- 
ating he himself was at work. He 
would march with one phalanx on some 
perilous, toilsome expedition. When he 
returned he would give the men their 
well-earned rest, but he would head 
another phalanx and sleeplessly pursue 
some other object.

OLD DAYS AT WEST POINT,

S was said in last 
week's letter, a very 


different system pre- 


vailed at West Point 
. in the war days—so 
faras the reception 
of candidates was 
\concerned—from 
that inexistence now 
and the fun for the 


old cadets was fast and furious in the 


eventful summer of ‘62. McClellan 
was battling along the banks of the 
Chickahominy when we luckless 


‘“plebes’’ reported for duty, and were 
escorted from the adjutant’s office by 
that grinning little runtof a drummer 
boy under the ‘‘bell-button batteries” 
at the east end of barracks, and were 
duly greeted with volleys of these sting- 
ing missiles and no less stinging ‘‘chaff”’ 
from the crowded windows. The few 
commissioned fticers on duty at the 
Point at the time were so absorbed and 
anxious over the news from the front 
that nobody had.time to bother his 
head about the new cadets. We were 
left to the tender mercies of the old- 
sters. 
After this lapse of years I sometimes 
find myself laughing until my sides 
ache over the experiences of the first 
week. Let me tell you in this chapter 
of what were termed the ‘preliminary 
recitations.’’ In the last letter it was 
explained that the policy of the Govern- 
ment in those days was to make the 
physical examination for admission 
strict as possible, and the mental testso 
easy that almost any boy could pass it. 
As two-thirds of those admitted on this 
system failed to complete the four 
years’ course, it ‘was found too ex- 
pensive. Now the entrance examina- 
tion is so exacting that I am morally 
certain that many a fellow who got out 
all right, and won his diploma and com- 


mission, in the sixties, would not. with~ 


out weeks of study, get in today. > 
Between the Ist and 20th of June the 
-plebes came straggling in to barracks, 
were speedily taken in hand and 
stormed into shape by the trio of cadet 
corporals detailed for the purpose and

divided off into sections of twelve 
or fourteen each, and these sec- 
tions were marched each morn- 
ing to some one of the rovums 
in the grim old Academic building. 
Half a dozen cadets of the senior—the 
new—tirst class were selected to find 
out what the newcomers knew of arith- 
metic and algebra, and as many of the 
new third class, who but a year agone 
were as green as we, were similarly as- 
signed as inquisitors and instructors in 


were not then required. 

As long as I live I shall never forget 
the first recitation at West Point. For 
twenty-four hours we had been rasped, 
badgered, railed at for every mistake 
we made and hosts that we did not 
make. Every man who wore a gray 
coat and white trousers was an object 
of dread and suspicion. - Even the three 
or four of our number who had long 
been preparing for cadet life—had often 
visited the Point and knew all about it 
—shrank from the tormentors, for it 
was just such specimens the old cadet 
considered it his bounden duty to 
devil” to the utmost in order to bring 
him down ‘te the common level. The 
principle was all right. Bovs who had 
seen it all. had, perchance. personal 
friends in the corps. were the ones who.

Blackboards on three sides, a long

How we drank in his words and glanced 
hopefully and appreciatively at one an- 
other!

ARE DREAMS?

LTHOUGH auring 
sleep the operations 
of the senses are en- 
tirely suspended so 
far as ordinary im- 
pressions are con- 
cerned, the purely) 
animal functiéns of 
the body continue in action. Thus 
the heart beats, the lungs frespire, 
the digestive organs perform their 
proper offices, the skin exhales va- 
por, and so on. But with the brain 
and spinal cord the case is very differ- 
ent, for while some parts retain the 
property of receiving impressions or 
developing ideas others have their ac- 
tions diminished, exalted, perverted or 
altogether arrested. 

But though the brain as a_ whole is in 
a state of comparative torpor and mild 
excitations are not appreciated, it is 
not to be supposed that the organ is in 
a state of complete repose throughout 
all its parts. So far fromsuch a con- 
dition existing there are very decided 
proofs that several faculties are exer- 
cised to a degree almost equaling that 
reached during wakefulness and. we 
know that ifthe irritations made upon 
the senses be sufficiently strong the. 
brain does appreciate them and the, 
sleep is broken. This ability to be 
readily aroused through the senses con; 
stitutes one of the main differences be- 
tween sleep and stupor. 
“To this fact that the brain is—not-en- 
tirely quiescent during sleep the possi- 
bility of dreams is due; but as its en- 
“ergy is very greatly reduced its func- 
tions are performed in a manner very 
different and toa degree usually. Very 
much lower than that which exists dur- 
ing wakefulness. We originate nothing 
in dreams. bs 
We may conceive of things which

Cream, ‘‘a natural emul- 
sion,’? especially when compounded 
with malt extract, is most palatable, 
for, ‘‘it must be remembered that fat 
in the form of emulsion is more easily 
digestible than fat in bulk. Without 
fat healthy tissues cannot be built up, 
and a loathing of fat is the common pre- 
cursor of pulmonary phthisis. Ameri- 
can children who have marasmus should 
be fed freely on bacon fat.”’ 

The farmers asa rule are the moss 
free from disease of any class of Amer- 
icans,and as a rule are the longest 
lived. Their staple meat the year 
around is bacon. 

Ladies, did you ever make a pretty 
rug out of a lot of old worn-out ingrain 
carpets? . If not, and you want to know 
how, read these instructions: First, 
cut the carpet parallel with the breadth- 
length into strips, say an inch wide, and 
then with a pin or needle pull out a few 
threads on each side the strip, leaving 
a fringe about one-quarter of an inch 
long, sew the ends of the strips together 
and roll into balls just as vou would do 
with rags fora carpet. When you have 
four pounds of these balls.«you have 
enough fora rug three-quarters of a 
yard wide by a yard and a quarter long. 
Then send them'to a rag-carpet weaver. 
You can add to the beauty of your rug 
by sewing all your dark stripes together 
and all your light golored together, and 
then instruct your weaver to put the 
dark in the center.of the rug. Many 
rugs have been made in this way almost 
as pretty asa genuine Turkish.

How Tobacco is Grown in Central 
New York. 


An Industry Which has Reached 


Great Proportions. 


Methods of Cultivating, Curing, Paék- 
ing and Selling. 


Experience That Southern .California 
Might Profitably Draw upon 
‘in’ Making a Be- 
ginning. 


The superficial idea throughout the 
country is that tobacco-growing is an 


' industry confined almost exclusively to 


the border and Southern States. It 
will, therefore, -be a-surprise to. many 
to learn how profitably and extensively 
it is prosecuted in some :of the central 
and western counties of the State of 
New Yotk, as shown by the following 
excerpts from an article published by 
the Syracuse (N.-Y.) Journal: 

In the year 1881 a new kind of seed 
wasintroduced. It wascalled Domesti¢ 
Havana and came from Vuelta Abajo, 
that famous belt on the Island of Cuba. 
This belt is celebrated for the produc- 
tion of the finest tobacco raised in any 
part of the world. The cigars made 
from tobacco raised.on the Vuelta Abajo 
belt are so famous that frequently they 
are retailed at from 50 to 75 cents 
each. They are made on the Island of 
Cuba by Spaniards, and wholesale at 
$200 to $250 per thousand. Thus it 
will be seen that the origin of the Cen- 
tral New York seed is from the best 
possible source. - This seed was sent 
here from that famous belt by the Pat- 


_ ent Office and members of Congress to 


aman named William Wilson of Plain- 
ville. He claims that he hybridized it 
with the Broadleaf tobacco. The mix- 
ture was effected by planting the two 
kinds of seed. tee 
From this hybridization came the 
famous ‘‘Wilson’s Hybridized Domestic 
Tobacco.’’? Other varieties have been 
introdnced, among them Hier’s Eureka 
Havana. These two varieties are the 
leading kinds produced at this time in 
this’ county, although there are several 
other varieties that are perhaps equal 
to,the kinds named, among them boing 
Zimmer’s Spanish, the seed having been 
introduced here a number of years ago 
from Ohio. -There are also several other 
varieties which growers are trying to 
domesticize at this time, among which 
may be mentioned the Haynes and Flor- 
ida Havana. The last-named is now be- 
ing introdnced in Florida, and its supe- 
riority is vouched for by those who are 
engaged in the cultivation of this favor- 
ite tobacco in that State. This class of 


_ seed was introduced in this section by a 


gentleman in South’ Butler, “Wayne 
county, who is now raisingit. He looks 
with much favor upon this new variety. 
_ The history of the cultivation of to- 
baccois one of much interest to the 
people of the several counties of Cen- 
tral New York, as well as those of the 
Chemung Valley and adjacent counties. 
The business has extended so that now 
the area taken in by the cultivation of 
tobacco includes the counties of Onon- 
daga, Oswego, Cayuga, Wayne, Madison, 
a portion of Chenango, a small portion 


of.Chemiung, Tioga and ina small way ' 


counties contiguous thereto. There is 
also some cultivation in Putnam county. 
In recent years there is so much inter- 
est attached to the cultivation of do- 
mestic Havana tobacco that the industry 
is spreading with great rapidity. The 
crop is estimated in cases of 350 pounds 
each. In the Q@nondago region, so- 
called, 28,000,boxes are estimated as 
the crop, while ffi the Chemung Valley 
itis estimated that the crop will aggre- 
gate 9000 boxes, so that it will be 
readily seen that the industry is extend- 
ing ata very rapid rate. The domestic 
Havana tobacco-grown in the Onondaga 
region finds a market in almost all parts 
of the United States and in portions 
of Europe, and buyers come to Onon- 
jaga from all parts of the Country for 
the purpose of purchasing domestic 
Havana grown in this region. 

The chief center for the purchase of 
cobacco and its manipulation is at Bald- 
winsville. The buyers center here. 
I'hey principally come from New York, 
Philadelphia. Lancaster, Pa., New Or- 
leans, Chicago, Detroit. and also from 
many 9f the Western States. They even 
come from Binghamton, which is a very 
ey cigar-manufacturing town. Added 
to these, foreign buyers often come here. 
There are a large number of local buyers 
who act as agents for large houses rep- 
resented bythem. Then there are many 
tocal buyers wko buy upon their own 
accoumt. These men are called ‘‘pack- 
ers,’? and by observing the manner in 
which they do business, it is a noted 
fact that their methods of packing :and 
putting up tobacco are equal to those of 

This is a regular business conducted 
not only in Baldwinsville, but through- 
out the country by those who raise do- 
mestic tobacco. A person will assort 
from 40 to.-100 pounds per day into 
what are termed ‘“‘hanks’’ or “hands.” 


* The-hank tobacco is supposed, if it be a 


long wrapper, to contain from 14 to 17. 


leaves, while a’filler hank, owing to the 
leaves being smaller, contains about 25. 
The hanks are done up in uniform: size 
and are sized as to length of leaves. so 
that the leaves in the respective hanks 
will be of equal.lenth. The assorters 
frequently have on their assorting tables 


a measure so that the respective length

ng, the length of a filler would be about 


.9 inches,’the length of a short wrapper 


would vary from 15 to 21, inches, the 
length of a binder would vary from 20 
to 25 inches, the length ofa long wrap- 
per from 24 to 32 inches, and in some 
cases the long wrappers are even 386 
inches in length, depending upon the 
growth of tobacco, of course. 

The assorting usually takes place in 
rooms made for that purpose. In order 
to keep tobacco in condition for assort- 
ing steam is frequently resorted to, 
which is produced by proper appliances 

-for that purpose. Inthe assorting room 
there are several devices which are very 
ingenious. The distribution of the 
steam is deemed by many to be neces- 
Sary to mike the tobacco pliable for as- 
sorting purposes, but among the best 
manipulators of tobaccotoo much steam 
or too much water is not deemed proper, 
but regarded as an injurious application, 
streaking the tobacco in water streaks, 
and otherwise injuring it. But the as- 
sorting of tobacco is a very large indus- 
try inthis region. Inthe winter season 
it gives employment to hundreds of peo- 
ple, boys, women and professional male 
assorters. Itis presumed that in the 
village of Baldwisnville 200 or 300 are 
employed in the assorting business dur- 
ing the winter months, while every to- 
bacco grower in the country has his as- 
sorting room, and members of the fam- 
lly frequently assist in assorting and 
tying up tobacco. 

The women become more expert in 
tying up, and do the work in the most 
tidy and methodical manner. Tobacco 
is usually assorted into four qualities, 
viz:' “Long A, “short A,” binders” 
and ‘‘fillers.”’ The people ii this sec- 


tion have gotten into the habit of call- 


—For instance, in-assort-} 


— 


ing the “‘fillers’’ “lugs,” a word taken 
from the South. It hag been introduced 
into this section by cultivdtors and 
packers as applicable to our lower 
grades of ‘‘fillers.’’ The packing of to- 
bacco takes place after the tobacco has 
been put in proper condition. The 
number of pounds of ‘‘long As” packed 
in a case varies from 800 to $50, ac- 
cording to the condition and thickness 
of the leaf. Some kinds of tobacco will 
bear” heavier packing than others, 
owing tothe fact thatitis a heavier 
leaf. All the tobacco is packed in 
such a manner in the cases that the 


placed one inch from the sides of the 
case in order to admit’ofa free circula- 
tion of air around the bitts and between 
the sides of the case. In this. way no 
injury will result fermentation. 
The size of the case frequently depends 
on the growth of the tobacco, There 
are several sizes of cases for the.respec- 
tive sorts of tobacco. 
with the requirements of the growth. 
The packing of tobacco is said to be an 
agreeable business. A good packer will 
pack his tobacco systematically... The 
hanks are handed to him ty a boy atid 
packed one by one, being laid in envenly 
and squarely, so thatthe pressure will 
be equal on all parts of the tobacco 
when it is placed in the cases. An or- 
dinary press is brought into requisition 
to press the tobacco when it is placed 
in the cases in proper condition and in 
proper quantities. ‘Long As,”* “short 
As’’ and ‘‘binders”’ are packed length- 
wise on the case, while the ‘‘fillers’’ are 
packed on a ‘“‘float,’? in order that the 
‘butts’? may not be injured, and to fa- 
cilitate matters when the tobacco is 
ready for sampling. : 


process of sweating it is ready for 
sampling. The sampling usually occurs 
inthe months of August, September, 
October and November. Resampling 
may take place in any month in the 
year, inasmuch as it is. deemed neces- 
sary and is frequently resorted to by 
those in thetrade. There are several 
houses in New York devoted almost ex- 
clusively._ to the sampling business. 
They doan immense business, from the 
State of Connecticut to the extreme 
Western States. Thev send out profes- 
sional samplers hither and you to 
sample the tobacco ofthe packers. The 
samplers will usually sample from 100 
to 200 cases per day.’ 
The method of sampling is a curious 
one. Inthe South they break down 
hogsheads of tobacco andin the North 
they resort pretty much to the same 
thing in breaking down cases of to- 
bacco. In other words the tobacco is 
stripped, the cases being lifted there- 
from, leaving the tobacco exposed. 
The sampler scrutinizes*the tobacco in 
#most searching manner to see if it is 
in condition and, further, that there is 
no damage in the case. If there be 
damage heeither marks it5 or 10 per 
cent. damage, as the case may be, or he 
orders it overhauled andthe damaged 
thrown out, so that the case will stand 
as near perfect ‘as possible. He is as- 
sisted in sampling by eight or ten men 
who take cases down in the ware 
houses, take off the covers and break 
down the tobacco. Then the. sampler 
has two assistants'to lift up the ends of 
the butts so that he. can have a good 
chance to draw samples from the ends 
‘of the bulk of the tabacco as it lies ex- 
posed. He draws these samples from 
either end and different places in the 
exposed mass. 
The number of samples drawn varie 
from six to eight, but the adroit sampler 
never uses over four hands to make up 
what is called a sample. The hanks 
are drawn and placed jnto a very nice 
sample, corded andpapered. Aticket 
is attached to each sample with the 
number of the case, the gross weight 
of the case andthe tare. The number 
of the sample corresponds with the num- 
beronthecase. All cases are numbered 
consecutively. The. samples.are war- 
ranted by the sampler wLo makes that 
his profession. When fhe packer de- 
sires to sell his tobacco he uses these 
samples as representative of the respec- 
tive cases' from which they are drawn. 
He can send them into all parts of the 
world and sell his tobacoon them. 
When a sale takes place the packer 
turns out tobacco to correspond with 
the number of the sample. The mann- 
facturer or jobber does not see the or- 
iginal package untilit arrives at his 
establishment. Sampling is performed 
to expedite the business of selling to- 
bacco in saving the trouble of forward- 
‘ing the’cases and examining the tobacco 
»}in bulk. The seller of tobacco fre- 
quently puts the samples in a trunk and 
goes from place to place and disposes 
of the tobacco by means of them. ; 
The prominent warehouses in Bald- 
winsville arethose of Payne Bigelow, 
erected many years ago.at the sugges- 
tion of Tappan & Skinner; Elias Bach 
& Son and Irwin Fairbanks, Falk & Co: 
There are fiftgen or twenty others. 
The capacity of these warehouses varies 
from 2000 to 3000 cases each. 
Several of them have elevators to 
facilitate the elevation of tobacco to 
the upper stories. 
warehouses there are several assorting 
houses. .The business has grown to 


such dimeénsiéns that new warehouses 
are be constantly put up to meet the 
wants of the packs 

The buying oft6bacco usually takes 


place in the mpath of November and 
continues untifthe month of May, and 
not infrequently throughout the year. 
But the bulk of tobacco is purchased 
between the months named. Fre- 
quently there is great. excitement in 
the purchase of leaf-tobacco. Buyers 
and their agents goin all directions.to 
secure the best crops if possible. - The 
country is so large thatthe work of buy- 
ing is very great. It must be borne in 
mind that the tobaccoregion of Onon- 
daga county, so-called, 
Chittenango on the east toSavannah on 
the west, and from Navarino and Amber 
on the south to Lake Ontario on the 
north, so that it will readily be seen 
thatthere isa large area devoted to 
this culture. The business has- ex- 
panded within the last two years so 
that much new territory is being culti- 
vated. This is especially so in the 
neighborhood of South Butler in Wayne 
county, Navarino in this county and 
Volney in Oswego county. 

It is difficult to see what increase in 
acreage has taken place in the year 
1891, but from census now being 
taken in every school district in the 
large territory mentioned, it is thought 
that a fairly accurate estimate will be 
given. This will includethe nnmber of 
acres under cultivationand the number 
of boxes produced this year. 
estimated that the number of boxes will 
run up to 28,000, and from an estimate 
which is made, not based ‘upon accuracy, 
the increase of acreage will amount to 
nearly 22 percent. over the year of 
1890. This shows an extraordinary in- 
crease in the production of domestic 

Now about the prospective price for 
1891. This is of course a very inter- 
esting matter to those engaged in pro- 
ducing tobacco. It may be stated that 
the prices are now extraordinarily high, 
although in several States there have 
deen no sales of '91- leaf as yet, but 
the indications are that they will take 
place very soon, and that there will be

rumors that sales have taken place in 


and tobacco industry, states that sales , 


have already taken place in Cicero, 
embracing several hundreds of acres 
and prices ranging from 15 to 25 cents 
per pound under contract, the . tobacco 
to be delivered in March. The prices 
indicated in that article will probably 
be about the price for which leaf in this 
section will sell. It is worth while to 
state that the census report will de- 
termine the amount of tobacco being 
raised and the probable amount of 
wrapper production, so that the grow- 
ers will beenabled to gauge prices ac- 
cordingly. Figures thus far obtained 
and information at hand show that 
there isa very large’ shortage of wrap- 
per leaf. There is not enough to meet 
the wants of the manafacturers of ci- 
gars. 


From the best data that can be ob- 


tained, the number of cigars ‘that will 
be made in the United States in 1891 
will amount to5,000,000,000. It will 
be seen by any person familiar with the 
cigar business that it will take an im- 
mense number of pounds of wrappers 
for these 5,000,000,000 cigars. The 
increase in the manufacture is so im- 
mense that the production of cigar leaf 
does not keep pace with the demands 
of the cigar manufacturer, and this year 
there seems to be ashortage. The crop 
will amount to at least from 50,000 to 
75,000 cases. It will be seen trom this 
that the wrappers will be in great de- 


mand, and the prices must of necessity 


be very high. Although a large’ quan- 
tity of Sumatra wrappers have been 
imported, there seems to be an increased 
demand for home-grown wrappers. _ 
It may be asked what will be the price 
of ‘91 wrappers, judging from the ex- 
isting condition. It may safely be 
stated that the cigar wrappers grown 
in New York 
from 20 to 45 cents per pound. Some 
persons even. go so far as to say that 
they will be worth 60 cents per pound: 
It is evident that the demand will be 
very great for good wrappers. The 
prices of wrappers have not been as 
high as they are now since 1873. The 
prices of tobaccoo here today are nearly 
up to the high prices of thirty-eight 
years ago. The domestic Havana now 
raised is nearly equal in flavor, if not 
quite equal to that which is imported 
The 
aroma of home-grown domestic is al- 
most equal to Cuban tobacco, its burning 
qualities are unexcelled. In fact, man- 
ufacturers must have Onondago tobacco 
to give flavor to the cigars that are 
now largely made. This tobacco is now 
in great demand for filler purposes, the 
fillers being unexcelled in any part of 
the United States.. It is claimed that 
the wrappers produced in the Onondaga 
region equal those of the great Housa- 
tonic Valley. Some of the Housatonic 
wrappers are selling as high as 85 
cents per pound because of their excel- 
As far as the crop has been examined, 
it was found that the colors are very 
even, and much lighter than last year. 
The trade now demands lighter colors 
than formeriy. There is a taste and 
fashion for light-colored cigars in many 
sections, While in others the call is for 
dark weeds, but the light colors seem to 
predominate. It is claimed by some 
that the light colors are not as strong 
as the dark. 
The growers are jubilant over this 
ear’s production. That they will real- 
high figures there is no doubt. . 
In many localities where the rainfall 


has been insufficient the tobacco. will: 


probably not yield ove rfrom 800 to 900 
pounds an acre. There are instances, 
however, in the towns of Lysander and 
Van Buren where the vield of tobacco, 
where it was early set, will be extraor- 
dinary. perhaps running up to 1600 or 
1800 pounds per acre. There are said 
to be many such crops jn the towns 
hamed, because the growers set their 
plants out early in the season and there- 
fore got an early start, and were not se- 
riously injured by the drouth. In the 
towns of Hannibal, Granby, Volney, Ira, 
Wolcott, Rose, Butler. Savannah and 
Cato the rainfall was sufficient to pro- 
duce excellent crops. The growth there 
is large and fine. The crops produced 
in this belt will not be less than from 
950 to 1200 pounds tothe acre. Per- 
haps a fair average would be 1100 
pounds per acre. Some of the growers 
claim that they will get as high as 
1800 pounds to the acre. Say, for in- 
stance, that a grower who gets 1400 
pounds to the acre will receive 20 cents 
per pound for a good crop, he would re- 
ceive according to this estimate $280 
gross from.an acre of land. . This would 
pay him a handsome profit above all ex- 
penses in the production of the tobacco. 


Probably he would get a net profit of 


$140 an acre, allowing for the expense 
of raising the crop. Some ‘growers 
make an estimate of $116 to the acre 
on allexpenses. It will be seen then 
that there is mych profitin judiciously 
raising tobacco at the present prices. 
One farmer in this section cla#ms that 
he can raise tobacco with the? present 
appliances as cheaply as he“can pota- 
toes. He prefers, he says, to raise to- 
bacco at 5 cents per pound to potatoes 
at the present prices. This year he has 
raised twenty-five acres of tobacco. 
His name is John Munro. He uses the 
transplanter in setting out his crop. 
This is a new device, and expedites the 
setting out of the plants. It is a great 
labor-saving machine of immense value 
to the growers of tobacco. Several 
kinds of these transplanters are now be- 
ing used throughout this section. These 
machines are still being improved, and 
they are being brought to perfection. 
Their use will revolutionize the culture 
of tobacco. They will certainly bring 


about a large increase in the acreage 


of production of tobacco. The ease of 
its production will increase the interest 
in tobacco growing. 


Mr. Wallace Tappan has carefully

We can easily es- 
timate, therefore, that if a pound of 
Sumatra tobacco costs a cigar manu- 
fagturér 83.40, four pounds would cost 
$13.60. while ten pounds of domestic 
Wrappers atan average of 40 centsa 
pound, would cost him only 84. The 
manufacturer could, therefore, use 
home-grown wrappers and make a sav- 
ing of $9.60 on 1000 cigars, 

“The craze for Sumatra tobacco is dy- 
ing out. . Some go so far as to say that 
under the present rate of duty and the 
disfavor with which it is looked upon by 
many, it will go outof use almost en; 
So extra- 
ordinary has been the effect of the Mc- 
Kinley bill that prices have advanced 
from 35 to 50 percent: and are likely 
to be maintained as long as the bill re- 
mains upon the statute books. Every 
effort should be made by growers and 
others to urge upon Congress the non- 
repeal of this important measure. 
Throughout all tobacco-growing States 
where cigar leaf is produced the meas- 
ure is so popular @fid so thoroughty im- 
bedded in the minds of the growers that 
it is believed that no man would dare to 
Offer a bill for its repeal. Every con- 
servative Democrat signed petitions for 
its passage, and urged that the bill be 
made a law.”’ 

At the same time, perhaps it would 
be well to say a few words with regard 
to the so-called Big Fiatstobacco. This 
tobacco is produced by the Chemung 
valley, in Canisteo, about Lawrence- 
ville in Tioga county, and near Horse- 
heads and Waverly, mainly on the flats, 
which are frequently overflowed from 
the Chemung, Susquehanna and Canis- 
teo Rivers. The soil is very rich, and 
the growth is extraordinarily large, 
equal with that of Lancaster or York 
countiesin Pennsylvania. The tobacco 
produced there is equal to that which 
comes trom the famous region of Lan- 
caster. It isa larger and coarser to- 
bacco than that grown in this county, 


and therefore more leafy and will turn 


Out a larger number of wrappers than 
that whichis of a smaller growth. It 
is claimed that as high as 2,200 pounds 
to the acre is produced on these flats. 

The Chemung tobacco is making that 
region netable in this respect. The 
growers are now raising tobacco even 
on the high lands,or so-cailed mountain 
sections of Chemung and Tioga coun- 
ties, and the growth of the tobacco is 
said to be very good indeed. The best 
tobacco grown in the Onondaga section 
is that which is usually produced in 
sandy loam, with, an urderlying sub- 
Stratum of limestone. When the soil is 
impregnated with limestone, it has the 
effect of producing a white ash on the 
cigar. Lime seems to be highly essen- 
tial in the soil to produce free-burning 
tobacco with a white ash. For many 
purposes the Onondaga tobacco is equal, 
if not superior, to that raised in the 
Chemung Valley, but it is worth while 
tosay that both sections raise very fine 

A Journal reporter, on his visit to 
Baldwinsville, had an interesting talk 
with Hon. Wallace Tappan in regard to. 
the care of tobacco. Among other 
things Mr. Tappan said: ‘Yes, some 
important suggestions could be made in 
this regard. When the wind is in the 
northwest or northeast, or the weather 
is dry and cold, tobacco sheds should be 
kept closed. The openings should also 
be kept closed, so that the tobacco may 
not be injured by the wind whistling 
This is a very im- 
portant thing to attend to. When 
there is no wind, and when the weather 
is moist anddamp the openings should 
remain open as well as the doors in 
order to get a free circulation of damp 
air among the plants so that they may 
curéadéwn and be pliable and soft, and 
take on the proper colors. 

‘‘Many growers are in re- 
gard to the @are of to e in sheds. 
They don’t pay attention to opening and 
closing of the ventilators at the proper 
times. Pole-burned tobacco is produced 
very largely by a muggy, warm, damp 
condition of the atmosphere. In order 
therefore, to avoid pole-burn, every 
precaution, should be taken at such 
times to give a free circulation of air 
through the shed. White veins in to- 
bacco are not produced in the sheds, 
but rather inthe growth of the weed 
ffom neglect in suckering it and from 
undrained soil; The suckers should be 
carefully kept out ing the growt 
and maturing of thé tobacco. ; 

‘The weed should be topped as soon 
asthe blossom bud opens. The suckers 
shonld not be allowed to grow longer 
than from oneto tw6d inches. Whena 
sucker grows on the tobacco plant, the 
nutriment necessary to make a good 


growth is absorbed, and hence so much 
of the strength and fertility of the soil | 


is taken which should go into the plant 
and leaves thereof. In other words, 
the stickers steal from the plant proper 
its vigor and strength, and hence the 
coloring matter that usually goes into 
the veins of the leaves is absorbed by 
the suckers and the overgrown tops. 
“It has been found by experiment 
that when tobacco is thoroughly topped 
and suckered, everything else being 
equal, white veins do not appear. This 
is a fact worthy of consideration by all 
tobacco growers in the Northern States 
who desire to avoid white veins. Per- 
fect drainage, attention to suckering 
and topping will most assuredly result 
in the avoidance of white veins. It is 
a known fact that where tobacco has 
these veins its market value is reduced 
to that of binders, and is not really 
suitable for wrapper purposes. It he- 
hooves growers, therefore, to avoid as 
far as possible white veins by these 
hints. 


‘*The popular notion that white veins |. 


appear in the sheds is erroneous, for the 
reason that they appear some years in 
certain sheds, while in others right 
alongside they do not. It is a known | 
fact in botany that all the coloring mat- 
ter that is absorbed by plants goes into 
the stem from the soil. So, therefore, 
attention should be paid to the drain- 
age, its proper fertilization and manip- 
ulation. There have been hundreds of 
articles written on the cause of white 
veins, but in recent yearsit has been 
found that they have been produced 
from the causes! have named.”’

England Homestead willestimate the 
nnmber of cases of tobacco produced in 
the United Statesin 1891.

- Inside Notes on His Strange Life 
and Character, 
Now Given to the Public for the First 
Time. 
A Manuscript Pigeon-holed for a 
Decade. 


And Released by the 
Capt. 


Recent Death of 
Frazier — A Millionaire 
Who Starved to 
Death. 
[WRITTEN FOR THE TIMES. 

The recent death of Capt. Frazier of 
Banning, releases a manuscript which 
has been pigeon-holed in my desk for 
ten or twelve years. Jam not break- 
ing faith with the deadin now publish- 
ing it, and 1 do not know that I should 
have broken faith with Capt. Frazier 
if I had published it during his lifetime, 
since he placed no injunctions of se- 
¢recy upon me. But there was some- 
thing so frank and ingenuous in the 
way he made the statements embodied 
in this paper, being at the time a guest 
under my rooftree, that I did not feel 
at liberty to publish the story. It 
seemed as though I should be taking an 
undue advantage of him in giving some- 
thing tothe public which might put 
him in an embarrassing position. _ Nev- 
ertheless, the statements which he 
made concerning the life and motives, 
of a man who had been prominently be- 
fore the country for many years in the 
role of miilionaire and philanthropist, 
were so deeply interesting that I could 
net resist the temptation to write them 
down for future reference. 

Capt. Frazier occupied a position of 
much intimacy and great responsibility 
with the late Satees tick during the lat- 
ter part of his life.' The Captain was in 
fact, a sort of factotum for the grumpy 
old millionaire, having as much to do 
with looking after him personally as 
with looking after his extensive finan- 
cial affairs.. | 

When a poor devil,; beset by» pov- 
erty and misfortune, ingratitude and 
disgrace, gives over the unequal strug- 
gle for existence and takes himself out 
of the world, it is not a great matter of 
wonder. But what shall we sav of a 
man who had attained the ultima thule 
of modern ambition—a millionaire with 
the power to humor his every caprice 
and flatter his smallest vanity—a man, 

e-before whom the world bowed in sub- 
servience and to whom it. yielded its 
good things without stint—what shall 
we say of such a man who found in all 


this only cause for seeming hatred 
of himself and kind, who 
consigned himself to the death of 


a brute, without the hope of immortal-. 
ity, and who actually committed felo de 
se in a slow, dogged and willful manner? 
Harsh things, these, to say of a man 
who long ago rendered up his ac- 
count to his Maker, and I fear that in 
saying that lam grossly violating the 
creed de mortuis. Suffice it that I say 
nothing with a desire to defame the 
dead, but simply to furnish a chapter 
showing the utter fatuity of wealth, 
and to present, without malice, the un- 
inviting picture of a man who trusted 
in his riches, After all, we must carry 
up a large item,of‘credit to James Lick, 
the philanthropist and the posthumous 
benefactor of his fellow-men. 

The story of Lick’s early unfortunate 
love affair -with the daughter ofa 
wealthy Down-East miller is too well 
known to need repetition in detail. It 
is a story worn threadbare iw romance, 
and not infrequently exemplified in real 
life. The poor but ambitious young me- 
chanic aspiring tothe hand of a girl 
whose station in worldly affairs was. be- 
yond his reasonable expectation of at- 
tainment; the warm return of that af- 
fection by the voung lady; the interdic- 
tion and fierce denunciation of the love 
affair by the father; .the stolen inter- 
views; the fact that the young people 
loved not wisely but too well, are all 
well known. ¢Even the prospect of his 
daughter’s open shame did not bend the 
will of the tyrannical father. The 
girl was kept a close prisorier 
after the discevery of her frailty. 
The young man still” 
about the neighborhood, still seeking an 

. interview with his lady-love ond anxious 
to atone for the wrong so far as lay in 
his power by bestowing his hand in mar- 
riage, but every door was shut and 
barred against him. At last he con- 
cluded that the girl herself had turned 
from himand this embitterd the very 
fountainhead of his existence. To the 
day of his death the taint remained with 
him in his strong hatred of the sex, a 
rankling cynicism and a distaste of life. 
Had his love been accepted and smiled 
upon to a propitious culmination, doubt- 
less the world would never have known 
James Lick as the morbid, unhappy mis- 
anthrope and millionaire, but would 
have known him instead as a well-to-do 
and may be a happy piano-maker in a 
New. England village. 

Inthe bitterness of his disappoint- 
ment, and smarting under the injustice 
oft the miller’s dollars, he said, “I will 
one day build a mill that -shall eclipse 
yours as much as vours eclipses a pestle.”’ 
And hedidit. With a double sense of 
Wrong and unfaithfulness spurring him 
to desperation, he went out into the 
world to seek his fortune. 

In due time the miller’s daughter be- 


came a mother. Without the sanction of | 


a marriage. The issue was John Lick, 
whom the philanthropist acknowledged 
in the latter years of his life and to 
whom he left a legacy of more than 
$400,000. (And by the w ay the tele- 
graph reported his death last Thursday. ) 

Whether or not the love of the ait 
en-mother had really been alienated 
from Lick would be a difticult matter 
to determine. She was kept 
sion for a longtime, and finally married 
respectably. It is said that. when Lick 
revisited the section in later vears, she 
sent the boy away cla idestinely to live 
with a relative of hers. for fear that 
the father-should see offspring,

money. Of course the element of 
chanceentered very largely into his 
purchases; much of the investment 
was badly placed. and the property 
which cost the most proved the least 


valuable in the long run. Lick 
‘had an idea that main 
growth of the city would be upon 


the hills tothe north of ‘the primitive 
city limits, and in this it seems his long 


look ahead was miscalculated. The 
block upon which Lick House now 
stands cost originally $500. Subse- 


quently however, he was compelled to 
quiet the title'at an additional outlay of 
$30,000. But, in nearly all his inv est- 
ments, Lick blundered into the most as- 
tonishing goodluck and he came very 
near realizing the mythical idea of Mi- 
das, turning everything which he 
touched into gold. And yet he seldom 
went into out-and-out speculation with- 
out being outrageously, put upon and 
swindled. He lost at one.time $50,000 
by the rascality of a partner in South 
America, The aggregate of his similar 
disastrous transactions would foot up a 
half dozen competencies. The great 
secret of his vast accumulation of 
wealth lay, first in his good _ in- 
vestments, and next inohis saving, 
penurious habits. He never, by any 
manner of means expended 25 cent 
for personal comfort when he could 
avoid it. When he landed at thewharf 
fromatrip to San José or Oakland 
he hardly ever indulged in the luxury of 
a street-car ticket, but trudged up town 
on foot. Personal luxury seemed to be 
a thing for which be had no more re- 
gard than for public opiniou. And yet 
he could be grossly extravagant in the 
indulgence of a whim. He Kept his. 
promise with the sordid-old miller who | 
had refused to‘accept him as a son- in- 
law on account “of his poverty. He 
built a millin Santa Clara county, the 
interior finish of which was in soiid 
thahogany, brought to the polish of a 


piano. Every other appointment 
wasin keeping in its degree of 
elegance. The miller, ass 
as his daughter, had . both been 


laid beneath the daisies long be- 
fore this was accomplished, and there 
was not asoul tobe personally piqued 
by looking upon this elegant folly, but 
Lick had promised it, and he scrupu- 
ously fulfilled the engagement. It may 
be that he was not more punctilious in 
executing this promise than in others of 
a business character, for he was noto- 
riously scrupulous and exact. He 
claimed the same service from all with 
whom he had dealings, and abated not 
one jot from a gontract. With his em- 
ployés his word must be law, whether 
the word was right or wrong. It is told 
of him that, on acertain occasion, two 
tramps came along and asked, him for 
employment. It wasat one of his coun- 
try places. Lick had nothing in partic- 
ular for them to do, but it was not his 
habit to turn away aman who wanted 
work and might be hungry. 

“Do you see those cabbages planted 
ovér there?’’ he asked. 

“Well, take them and plant them 
with the roots up, in that ground next 
the turnip patch,’ and he turned on his 
heel and left. 

The men, after sundry sardonic winks 
and nods, pulled off their coats and set 
about their allotted task. One, disre- 
garding an order so manifestly absurd, 
planted the cabbages as nature designed 
that they should grow. ‘The other 
planted them with the roots up. When 
Lick came past in the afternoon he pro- 
nounced the work of the latter well 
done and retained the man in his em- 
ploy, while the other one was summarily 
discharged.

Far 
from taking affront at this treatment, it 
is said that Lick rather relished it. He 
sent forthe man to come back and take 
a job; but when the poor fellow heard 
of his mistake he was too much abashed 
to present himself. 

To all intents and purposes, Mr. Lick 
lived alone and friendless. His singular 
disposition, engendered by the many 
disappointments and betrayals of confi- 
dence which he suffered made him sus- 
picious of everybody. He occupied a 
room in the Lick House no better and ’ 


“no Worse than those allotted to other 


guests. It happened to have a _ Brus- 
sels carpet on t@e floor, and fine furni- 
ture because it had been furnished on a 
general plan and not for his especial 
use. Had it been ntted up for him ac- 
cording to his own tastes, it would | 
‘doubtless have contained a wooden-bot-

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Report of Voluntary Corresponi 
ents for Southern California, 

Following is the weekly weather crop 
bulletin of Southern California, based 
on reports from volunteer correspond- 
ents and published by the United States 
Weather Bureau for the weck ending 
October 28: 

Hueneme (S. L. Mack)—Bean thrashing is 
progressing finely and if the weather con- 
tinues as favorable as at present, we will 
get through in about two weeks. Corn 
shelling has commenced but have not ascer- 
tained the yield per acre; parties who have 
shelled are perfectly satistied. 

Lancaster (James P. Ward)—The weather 
has been fine for growing crops. Term days 
more without frost will make another full 
crop of alfalfa, which will be the sixth cut- 
ting, and according to our market price, 
the average yield of alfalfa hay for the sea- 
son will be worth $100 gross per acre on 
irrigatedland. 

The Palms (W. D. Curtis)—Some fog dur- 


ing the week, which was beneficial to those |

The highest 
temperature was 89°, on the 19th: the low- 
est 50°, on the 17th. Generally: fair 
weather prevailed, witha deficiency of .21 
inch in precipitation for the week, and .66 
forthe month. The season continues ex- 
ceptionally favorable for raisin making 
and thrashing. Some fog occurred, which 
did not affect these crops. 1 Rain is needed
